know why." He promised the support

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DR. TAIT MACKENZIE 

During the Christmas holidays there was exhibited at the Mon- 
tres! Art Gallery a collection of over sixty pieces of sculpture, the 
Vwk of an old MeGill man, Dr. R. Tait McKenzie. and although 
the exhibition is now closed an arrangement has been made to trans- 
fer a few of the finest pieces to the MeGill Library, where they may 
be Seen for the next few days. 

r>r. McKenzie, an jld MeGill athlete, held the intercolle- 
giate record in his day, and is remembered particularly for a cele- 
brated high jump victory at Toronto. After graduation he became 
a member of the Medical Staff and the Director of the Gymnas- 
ium, and for many years he was the leader of university activities in 
all matters connected with athletics. In 1 904 after eleven or twelve 
years at MeGill he was appointed Professor and Director f the De- 
partment of Physical Training at the University of Pennsylvania, 
which position he still holds, and he can truly be said today to be the 
foremost man in North America in all —otters connected with Uni- 
versity Athletics. He is also a member of the American Olympic 
committee. 

Dr. McKenzie is not, however, merely an athlete, a teacher 
and a gymnasium administrator. He is also an artist, and his 
achievements as a sculptor have already won him worldwide fame. 
His portraits in relief are ranked very high wherever they are 
known, but the work in which he is pre-eminent is the representa- 
tion of the college athlete — young, vigorous, clean men, combining 
perfect physical form with character, knowledge and refinement.

Energetic Worker For Good 
When B ishops Did Not Work 

Samuel Wilbcrforcc Discussed B eforc the Historical Club by F.

Samuel Wilbcrforso was born in 
the your 1805, ami was tho third sun 
ai William Wllberfarco, lira gnat 
philanthropist, llo received his early 
education privately from Rev. Cleorgu 
llodson, of Jlalsenoro, Gloucester- 
shire; matriculated at Oxford 18211; 
graduated in 1820; received his M.A. 
degree three, years later; ordained in 
the somo year; V.D. conferred on him 
in 1845; and was inado an honorary' 
fellow of All Souls In 1871. Died July 
11, 1S73. 

Prom the timo that ho was sont to 
school at Malsemoro ho hud been in- 
tended for the churon. With thin end 
In view as his life's work, his father 
hud given him a thorough training 
both Intellectual and moral. He had 
magnified to his son the Importance 
of the work that he was to tuko up. 
these ideas instilled into his mind 
regarding the superiority of tho 
church over other professions left a 
a grcut impression; for It is clearly 
seen nil through his career Dial uhuvo 
everything else, ho placed the church, 
and through his influence many of his 
colleagues and subordinates were led 
to tiuve a higher conception of their 
calling than they ever had before. 

Two years after hla graduation from 
Oxford hu wus appointed curate In 
chargo of Chccken-Jor, In Oxford- 
si ire. This position he held for six 
months, and through Uio hifluence of 
Bishop Suinneir, who was a great 
friend of the Wllberforces, ho was 
given the living of Brixton, Isle of 
Wight. He remained in this charge 
ten years during which time he he- 
came Immensely popular -is a preach- 
er, Ills services Wire in great demand 
all over tho diocese. It was during 
this incumbency that ho became in- 
terested in tho Society for tho Pro- 
pagation of tho Qospol. On behalf of 
this society he travelled all through 
tho neighboring counties and gave It 
un impetus that it nad nut received 
either before or sln'ie. This was large- 
ly duo to his wonderful power of 
speaking, This faculty had boon part- 
ly inherited and partly developed. As 
natural gifts he possessed an easy 
manner and a rich clear voice, in ud- 
d:lion to this he had the great ad- 
vantage of a careful early training 
lrom his father, who adopted the 
plan which Lord Chatham and his 
father hud adopted in the training of 
their distinguished son:!, of habitual- 
ly making them reproduce oft- hand 
the mibstanco of a speech or sermon 
to which they had listened. This 
training which he had leceivcd was 
reully tho foundation of his success 
in life. If Bishop Wilberforco had 
not been an orator, it is scarcely pos- 
sible that he could ever have risen 
above the status of an ordinary cler- 
gyman. But thero uro 'several In- 
stances by which it is seen that his 
oratorical powers brought bill! into 
great prominence. When Lord 

l'nlmerston was ndjrosslng a meeting 
which was presided over by the Duko 
of Wellington, I'alnicraioii began his 
speech by upsetting the Now Testa- 
ment and overturning the foundations 
of the Christian religion. This called 
fcith the invectives of young Wilber- 
forco, who attacked l'almcrstoii bo 
fiercely that somo one asked Welling- 
ton why he did not interfere. Tho 
Duke replied that he had thought of 
doing so, but he felt that if he did, 
he would only divert the ntrcnm of 
Invective on himself, anil he said, 1 
would rather face a battery than that 
young fellow. Another Instance when 
his powers of oratory brought him 
Into great piomlnt'lice and really do- 
tctminc'l his suecass n lite, was when 
he moved a resolution at a great 
nntl-slavory meeting held in Exeter 
Hall, at which the Prince Consort wis 
In attendance. Tho speeches Dint were 
made previous to his were so dull 
and uninteresting that when Wilber- 
forco came along with Ills fiery 
speech, he at once le.i|ied into the 
favor of the i'rlnc->, and was shortly 
afterwards mode ItOyal Chaplain. 

This appointment was the turning 
point of his life. Although he did not 
retain the court favor for any great 
length of time, vet so great was his 
popularity that in a short time, 
through tho wish of the Queen, ho 
was appointed Dean of Westminster,

mended by Peel to fill the vacant sen 
of Oxford. Ills diary, which his son 
has published, shows with what es- 
teem he at first was regarded by tho 
court. Dow the Qujsn anil Prince 
Consort congratulated him fur his ser- 
mons; the Duke and Duchess of Kent 
wishing to be Introduced to him, cost- 
ly presents given to aim :il Christmas 
time by the Queen. It. seems, by read- 
ing his diary, that the court went out 
of their way to please Archdeacon 
Wilberforco. There is, however, an- 
other statement wnich ho has record- 
ed which chows that on November 
•10th, 1849, court favor was with- 
drawn. This was duo to the suspicion 
winch tho Prince Conâort had of the 
Bishop's Insincerity und disinterest- 
edness. It was very unfortunate for 
Wilberforco In lose his influence at 
ceurt. With Itoy.iHy on his side ho 
would ultimately havo triumphed ov- 
er Die opposition of Lord l'nlmerston, 
who had acquired a bitter hatred of 
him on uccount of tho political meet- 
ing at which Wllborforuo) soverely 
chastised him, and would havo been 
appointed Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Ciludstono and many more of the lead- 
ing politicians claimed that Wilbcr- 
forcc was by far the most qualified 
man to be primal", but the opposition 
both of Paltnnrsb.in and tho court 
prevented him rising to the supremo 
head of tho English Church. Hut al- 
though this opposition was tho in- 
superublo obstacle to his desired goal, 
the court, however, had ione à great 
service not only to Wllborforce him- 
self, but also to the whole Church of 
England Uy flaVorlnK his appoint- 
ment to Die Bishopric of Oxford. 

li was while Bishop of Oxford that 
hi th bis strength an I his weaknesses 
are revealed. On his appointment) 
he found himself face to faco with a 
tremendous taBk. The bishops at this 
time seemed »b have lost sight of 
their gr':at responsibilities. Muny of 
them had considered Dial a bishopric 
was tho reward for a few of the faith- 
ful, and once they had recelverl the 
appointment they gave themselves up 
to :i life of glorious inactivity. 

In those days a working bishop 
wiih an ceclcsliisllcD phenomenon. 
Most of them were w >ll paid nnd lived 
lu great style, whenever they went 
to London they rode In state, with 
their powdered footman and slx-horso 



carriages. The predecessors of Wil- 
berforce had been no exception to 
the general rule. The work of tho 
diocese had been sadly neglected, and 
It needed herculean strength to re- 
organize, it. Wllberfofco proved equal 
to the task. Tho following Is a brief 
extract from the Guardian, which 
shows that Wilberforco had a higher 
conception of his responsibilities than 
Die average bishop of his day. "For 
tho first time, 1 believe, for centur- 
ies, an English blsh-jp lias been seen 
giving to tho earnest parochial clergy 
of ills diocoso uctlvo personal assist- 
ance in rousing tho lukewarm, or ro- 
claimlng tho erring children of her 
church, mid for this purpose bringing 
t ■ bear on a particular point, the full 
weight of her divine organization, for 
a long- period the bishops of the Eng- 
lish Church havo been too much re- 
garded as Episcopi, or overlookers, of 
the clergy alone, or according to the 
idea of one of our leading statesmen, 
u.i merely ordaining, confirming, 
church - consecrating functionaries," 
in addition to tho disorganized state 
of his see, he found himself facing 
another great problem. Shortly after 
Ills appointment, Newman hud left the 
English Church for lliu itomun, and 
bis place as bead of the Traelurlun 
party had been taken by Dr. i'usey. 
It required great skill to deul with 
such a man, but Wllborforce proved 
himself equal to the occasion. Ills 
correspondence with I'usey show « 
that he used great tact und was thus 
successful where othîr men might 
have utterly failed. Towards the end 
of his term at Oxford I'usey admit- 
ted that ho had received great help 
from the bishop. In spite, however, 
ut the obstacles against which hu had 
to contend, he re-organized tho dio- 
cèse of Oxford, hundreds of churches 
were built and repaired, clergymen 
were Inspired, and his colleagues, the 
bishops of other counties, were be- 
ginning to have different ideas re- 
garding their work, llo was truly 
the originator of a new era in the 
English Church. 

The weakness of Wilberforco is seen 
in his connection with tho ilamiiden 
controversy. Hampdoil was appoint- 
ed Hampton lecturer for 1831!, and 
chose lor his subject "The Scholastic 
Philosophy Considered In its Dela- 
tion to Christian Theology." The 
main principle of these lectures was 
liiut scholastic philosophy was tho 
parent of our theological language, 
which Is false, both In its principle 
and in Its method, and forming an 
atmosphere of mist between us anil 
primitive truth; und ho also made 
the then startling proposition that 
"strictly to speak, in the Scriptures 
Itself there are no doctrines." The lec- 
tures which he delivered would not 
have been noticed, out Hampden be- 
came professor of .Moral Philosophy 
at Oxford and published another 
pamphlet entitled "Observations on 
Uiliglous Descent, ,vlth Particular 
Reference to tho Use of Itellglous 
Tests in the University." This pam- 
phlet was a distinct proposal lb uhol- 
ish subscription to tho Thirty-nine ar- 
ticles. It brought down upon him a 
storm of disapproval, lie was an- 
swered by an article written by Hen- 
ry Wllborforce on ''Foundations of 
the Faith Assnilcd ut Oxford." At a 
Convocation, Dampdei wus excluded 
from Oxford chiefly through the In- 
fluence of Wllborforce. Then lu 1847 
Lord Russell recommended Hampden 
to the vacant bishopric of Hereford. 
It is stated by several that he mado 
a serious political blunder by this 
net. A number of bishops called on 
him to point out the mistake ho was 
making, hut he wuuld not withdraw 
his recommendation, 

At this point Wllborforce interfered 
and wrote privately to Russell urging 
that Hampden should be required to 
disprove before it, competent tribunal 
tho truth of the charges of unsound- 
ness In doctrine. Jlussell would not 
agree to It at all. l'hen the charge 
of heresy was laid against Hampden 
by Wilberforco and others. Shortly 
afterwards when he found that theso 
charges were going to amount to no- 
thing, ho wrote to Hampden suggest- 
ing lliu withdrawal of the. Bampton 
lectures an 1 Observations on Dissent, 
lie replied thai ho would not degrade 
himself by adopting such a course; 
but he slated that tho pamphlets wero 
being circulated contrary to his will. 
Wilberforco was now beginning to 
realize the mistake ho had been mak- 
ing by trying to weaken the Influence 
ot Hampden by adopting the degrad- 
ing course that was suggested, and 
when he received Hampden's reply 
that the circulars had been circula- 
ted against his will, ne weakly Inter- 
preted this that Hampden had with- 
drawn his lecture*, and on further ex- 
amination Wilberforco declared that 
hu found no heresy al all In them, and 
he thought that it had hcen a trick 
of Newman's; This) affttir greatly 
weakened the popularity of Wilber- 
forco both at the court and In Parlia- 
mentary circles. It also made him 
a bitter enemy of Lord Russell's. In 
his diury he often montions Russell's 
name, but never without a feeling of 
great contempt. 

In parliamentary affairs Wllbor- 
fcrce confined himself chiefly to the 
questions regarding tho church. The 
extension of the colonial Episcopate 
of tho English Church was largely 
due to his efforts. Ho revived the 
Convocation after it had been silent 
for 135 years. Gladstone had found 
great fault with tho bishops In their 
representation In Parliament, and In 
the big Incomes they received. This 
deeply moved Wilberforco, und he ac- 
cordingly determined with a renewed 
elTort to obtain n revival of Convoca- 
tion as a Kyiiudic-.il body. Alchough 
he had ureal opposition not only on 
the part of the laymen, but also on 
tho clergy, yet he triumphed over 
them all. He also ipposed the Dis- 
establlshment Hill ot the Church of 
England. Hut although no confined 
himself largely to ecclesiastical af- 
fairs in tho i louse of Lords, yet thero 
wero many oth3r subjects in which ho 
took a special Inte.-Mt — law ot Churl 
table Trusts; Prevention of Cruelty 
lo Women and Children; Treatment 
of Prisoners; nnd National Educa- 
tion. Cobden said of him, "If ho had 
not been a priest ho would havo been 
a prima minister." Ho greatly vener- 
ated (Hailstone, although ho would not 
vote with the Government who made 
Low Church bishops and deans. On 
Ihe death of tho Archbishop of Can- 
terbury Gladstone did his best to so- 
curo Wllborforce as tho new Primate, 
but ns ho had to deal with Palmers- 
ton on th.ls question who had not for- 
gotten the censure no received from 
the bishop when ho was nt the fslo 
ot Wight, lie vigorously opposed ami 
prevented the appointment. Wilber- 
forco now felt that he was a shelved 
man. His letters und diaries show 
that ho was very much depressed and 
disappointed at this turn of events, 
Hut on his appointment to the Hlsh- 
opric of Winchester, which came 
shortly afterwards, 'ils energy and 
/ml were mice morj revived. 

He hns been severely criticized for 
opposing the Disestablishment of the 
Irish Church ns n means of securing 
the Hco of Winchester. But ho an- 
swered his accusers by pointing out 
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that by this now position, ho under- 
took (1) harder work; (2) A smaller 
Income: (3) Greater expenses; 14) 
the Biicrlflco ut the love and affection 
of twenty -four ye.irs' growth. He 
found ulmoHl as «r^at a tank con- 
fronting him now iih he did when he 
was appointed BtsllOp of Oxford. 1 li- 
cet himself to reorgnnlw) the dlocoso 

und KUeeeeded. While ttt thla place, 
he wan really the head of the English 
Church. The majority of the people 
regarded him as tho greatest author- 
ity on Church matters. 

All through his life ho nad been a 
prcdlgloua worker. Kvcry moment 
of hlH tlmo seemed VO have been put 
to good use. Most of bin correspon- 
dence was written while travelling 
from one place to another. On one oc- 
casion he was ascending Snowdnn 
when Hie thick mist stopped their 
Ji'tirney; Wilberforco at once look 
out his note book and wroto a pre- 
face to a book that ho had been wrl- 
tlu«T. Ills sreat fuoutty for work, how- 
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over, did not dlvJl'SO bis Interest in 
everybody and in everything. iris 
novice on church and olher matters 
was sought not only oy his own min- 
isters, but by men from all parts ot 



the world: :md :ie always gladly 
responded to these appeals. He wast 
enc of the preatest men ihe English 
Church has ever had, and really «as 
the originator ot a niw era.
